eollege. 

This resolution states that “the Associated Students of Sacra- 
mento State College declare our opposition to Proposition 24,” Now 
the question arises, do WE really wish to support or oppose any 

_ state or national proposition? Do WE, meaning an entire unit, being 
 “@ majority of this campus feel this way? 

The problems here do not really concern the proposition. They 
@ concern our feelings as they are presented to the general public: 
The BOD is set up to act “‘in the general interest of ASSSC.” Does 
the general interest of the ASSSC concern statewide politics and 
propositions? 

It would seem a campus such as ours svould demand enough 
time from the BOD not to allow the group to solve state problems 
along with campus affairs. It is interesting to note the amount of 
time and discussion which was spent on this resolution, “in our 
general interest.” 

We now are faced with three unpleasant possibilities: 1. ignore 
the entire process, 2. recall 
ehoice of candidates in future elections. One of these steps will be 
taken and we can only hope students will not choose the easy way out. 

Again we state, the issue is not Proposition 24, but a question of
